Radios vs. Computers 


Are you a ham radio operator? The answer is yes or you wouldn’t be a 
member of CWops. 


Are you also a computer operator? I’ve never seen any data, but I would 
guess an extremely high percentage of ham radio operation these days 
also involves a computer. Of course you don’t need a license to operate 
your computer. Or computers, as we tend to have more than one, it 
seems. But when you ate doing your ham radio thing, whatever niche in 
the hobby you occupy, which are you touching more, your radio or your 
computer keyboard? 


This question came home to me last week. My niche is contesting and I 
made a full 10-hour effort in the recent NAQP CW contest. When I 
contest I like to operate SO2R (single operator, two radio for anyone 
not familiar with the acronym). SO2R operation has its own skillset be- 
yond just copying CW and, typically, I am not very good at it if the QSO rates get up much above 50 or so 
per hour. When things go that fast, I start to feel like Lucy and Ethel in the candy factory trying keep up 
with the conveyor belt: there is too much stuff coming at me too fast to handle it all. But, on this occa- 
sion, I was in The Zone for most of the contest, tallying a pretty decent score considering the state of 
propagation these days and my wimpy antennas. 


I was struck, however, with how much I was 
handling and interacting with the computer 
compated to the two radios involved. Hada 
non-ham walked into the shack to observe, 
he or she might have thought I was playing a 
computer game instead of doing a radio 
thing. I recalled 2016, the last time I operat- 
ed as a rover in the Indiana QSO Party. We 
had one radio in the car but two computers: 
one for logging and a second for navigation, 
packet and APRS. Looking back now I say, 
“Seriously?” 


It gave me pause to think about finding a 
way to get back to basics. Like those hams 
who put a micro-sized, battery-operated 
QRP rig in a back pack and head for the 
hills. Like Scott K9MA who does bicycle 
portable (see his feature story in the Septem- [~~ 
ber 2016 Solid Copy).

There was also some small interest in my paddle and the Winkey. One 13 year old told me, "I'd like to 
learn that, I could really fake out my friends at school." I showed him the SMS2MORSE app on my 
phone, who knows. Any reason is a good reason, that's not far from one of my own reasons for getting 
into the hobby at 13. 


My QTX efforts are disappointing so far. I'm working at it from home [100 W to a 10-80 End-Fed on the 
wood fence] and remote to W7RN, 1.5 KW with a huge Coefficient of Aerial Aluminum. Lots of Q's, but 
so far the kitchen timer, set at 20 minutes, only bongs sporadically before the QSO ends with the usual 
QAC [there you go Mort!]. 


Success is still in the future.... so I will persevere. 


Joe, AA8TA: What I really wanted to do is to be able to take a short break from work and make a few 
contacts on the morning and afternoon CWT sessions. That would mean connecting to my shack comput- 
et from work. That, possibly, involves firewall holes and other security settings. Yuck! 


My shack computer is a Mac and I use Macs at work. Apple has a way for Macs to share screens, so I 
should be able to set my radio and antenna switches up, then remote in to see my screen at home and 
“talk” to the logger program running there. That solution would sometimes work but, many times, intro- 
duced some weird problems, such as, dropping my sending speed down to 15 WPM. Huhr! Other bizarre 
things would happen that I could never get to happen when I was at home. It would rarely work at all for 
the afternoon session. 


I tried a RigExpert WTI, which seemed like just the thing I was looking for. Except it was not. Many, 
many problems getting that to work, which it never did completely. 


The final answer seems to be TeamViewer. This does not require any router re-configuration and seems to 
do a decent job of working with my shack computer. Only problem is: no audio. It does not allow one to 
turn audio on remotely because it is a privacy thing, I guess. So that means I have to use Skype; one ac- 
count at home, which is set up for auto-answer and another account at work to call my home-based 

Skype. I probably don’t need the auto-connect since I can answer using TeamViewer. But, I’m also lazy. 


Yay! We can connect and get on the CWT! There is some latency, how much I don’t know. The audio 
quality leaves a bit to be desired but it is adequate. I think I’ll try running and see how that works. 


Christopher, WX5CW: My QTH setup includes a FLEX-6300 that is connected to an Alpha Delta 
DXCC for 20/15/17/10m coverage and an Alpha Delta Sloper for 160/40/30m. Before the end of fall I 
plan on installing my KIO 5-band Hexbeam in place of the inverted V. 


I use a WinKeyerUSB to interface my Begali Expedition paddle to my Flex 6300 during contests and nor- 
mal operations. When I participate in SKCC sprints I use my Begali Spark. I also have an Elecraft KX3, 
PX3, KPA100 and a SteppIR CrankIR that make up my portable expedition station for QSO parties and 
QRP operations. 


My current CW activities are focused on obtaining my CW DXCC and participation in several contests 
including the ARRL DX, CQ WPX, IARU HF Championship and the Missouri QSO Party. I am quite 
fond of operating in the Expedition category in the MOQP.

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My Visit to HR9 


I recently completed my fourth trip to the Bay Island of Honduras (OTA NA-057) where I scuba dive 
and play radio. This trip had a bit more excitement than previous trips. The Delta flight from Atlanta to 
Roatan had its problems. First it was delayed with a radio problem in the cockpit, followed by a delay to 
deplane a medical emergency. Once airborne there was more delay to go around bad weather. Then the 
pilot announced that we had lost a hydraulic pump and he didn’t want to land on the short runway at Roat- 
an. So the flight was diverted to Miami and landed with emergency equipment lining the runway. In the 
process of landing, the brakes overheated and we ended up getting towed to the gate to transfer to another 
aircraft. With all this delay, I was sure to miss the once a week flight to Guanaja Island where I was head- 
ing. So I flew home from Miami and started the trip a few days later, this time on American Airlines with a 
different routing to Roatan and finally Guanaja Island. It didn’t end there as the small plane I was sched- 


uled to fly on from Roatan was having an engine change which caused an overnight in Roatan. I finally got 
to my destination five days after I started. 


I ended up extending my two week stay by a few days which gave me more time for diving and the radio. 
The diving was great and usually goes very smoothly. I was doing a drift dive with just the guide and the 
plan was to have the boat follow our bubbles to pick us up about an hour later. The wind picked up and 
the boat captain lost sight of where we were. When we finally 


came up, we were too far from the boat for him to see us in (Continued on next page)

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the white caps. For the first time in over 50 years of scuba diving, I deployed my safety sausage. It only 
took a few minutes for him to spot the 5’ tall yellow marker and come pick us up. Later in the week four 
of us were doing another drift dive. The boat captain was having trouble with the pick up because of the 
wind. I ended up dumping air 
and making a quick decent to 
10’ just as the boat passed over 
me with the prop still running. 


During this trip I made just 
over 5,000 Q’s, mostly on CW. 
I made sure I was on at every 
sunrise to work JA’s on 30, 40 
and 20 meters. I also worked 
JA’s on 15 and 17 meters 
around sunset. Working JA’s 
is always the highlight of my 
trips. It’s amazing what a slop- 
ing dipole over salt water can 
do. Radio was a Kenwood TS- 
480 @100 watts. This trip I 
wanted to spend more time on 
80 and 160 meters. I had trou- 
ble attracting attention on 80 
so I never put up the 160 an- 
tenna. 


Is there a fifth trip to HR9 planned? Only time will tell.

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A Weekend in the German Riviera — Ham Radio Friedrichshafen

Friedrichshafen is a 58,000 inhabitant city on the Bodensee (Lake Constance) shoreline in Southern Ger- 
many. Friedrichshafen is also well-known from the Zeppelin dirigible factory Ferdinand von Zeppelin es- 
tablished here in 1900. If the 1937 Hindenburg disaster made an end to the Zeppelin commercial activity, a 
new company was re-established in 2001 and you will be able to see Zeppelin airships landing and taking 
off from the Friedrichshafen airport, which is located next door to the ham fest location. 


Very close to Austria and Switzerland, this area 
is also called the ‘German Riviera’ and indeed, 
the lake, the small mountains with forests and 
the touristic infrastructure make a nice spot for 
summer vacation. This is what I told my wife 
about 20 years ago when I went there for the 
first time. But she quickly understood my first 
motivation to be there was only the radio and I 
now drive to the gathering only with other hams 
living in my neighborhood.

under the spotlight this year), youth activities 

like the radio kit contest, the focus was also on the WRTC competition which will take place in Germany, 
close to Berlin, in less than one year.

CWOps Tests 


Rich Ferch VE3KI 


In contrast to the more usual communications from non-members complaining about the impact of the 
CWTs on other users of the band, it is nice to receive positive emails once in a while. I recently got an 
email from a non-member in which he stated that he appreciated the opportunity the CWTs give to every- 
one to improve their operating skills. That gave me a warm feeling when I read it. 


As many of you have observed and sometimes commented, the CWTs indeed do represent a great oppor- 
tunity to improve CW and operating skills. I was forcefully reminded of this when I entered the North 
American QSO Party CW contest at the beginning of August. I was quite conscious of the difference in 
my own CW speed between recent CWTs and the NAQP, and feeling that I actually ought to slow down a 
bit. Slow down in a CW contest? What a concept! 


This also brings home, however, the fact that the speed with which we CWT regulars conduct our QSOs 
with one another can be quite intimidating to newcomers, and that not everyone else has had the repeated 
Opportunities to practice CW that we have. Nor, to be fair, do they always have the advantage in other 
contests of a fixed exchange that is known once the call sign is known, thanks in part to call history (or 
prefill) files and in part just due to memorization from frequent repetition week after week. 


This brings me to another email, from CWOps member Bill, KOMP, who has a great idea for encouraging 
CWA students, recent graduates and others working on their CW skills. With his permission, here are 
some direct quotes from his email: 


“T am honored to be able to participate as a life member of CWops and lately have volun- 
teered to be a CWA advisor for Level 1. ... I usually run at 34 wpm. Lately, with about 5 or 
10 minutes to go ina 1 hour CWT and the band thins out with ops going to another band, I 
turn down my speed to approx. 26 wpm, start CQing, and go to the very high end of the 
CWT band and am pretty much the last one at the high end. ... The reason I do this is that 


1. It doesn’t matter to me if my score is 5 Qs lower or not 


2. I found that I can work the new, slower members and CWA students; I never hear them 
when running faster and I think it gives them more confidence 


3. I find in my case, going to another lower band, where my antennas are not as efficient, is 
counterproductive for my score. The few slower people I work on the main band are 
multipliers, and I can make up the difference in score and 


4. It gives me a good feeling to make these ‘special Qs’. 


Part of a Level 3 [CWA] student’s homework is to work 3-5 CWops in CWTs. I think this 
makes it easier for them. They really come out of the woodwork at the end of a contest and 
I think it encourages them. After a few weeks of this, I think they wait for me, as I start 
CQing at 34 and slowly move toward 26 wpm and here they come, some I have never heard 
before. They never run, so no one ever hears them for the most part.” 


From my own experience, I vary my CW speed quite often during contests, not only to match the speed of 
the other station, but also simply to vary my speed when CQing. I find that when I CQ at a slower speed, I 
seem to contact a different set of stations than when using higher speeds. In other words, not only is run- 
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ning more slowly for a while more friendly to newbies, it might even help your score by giving you con- 
tacts (and in the CWTs, new multipliers) with stations you might otherwise miss out on. 


If you never run out of new stations to work, this trick probably won’t help you. But if you are like me and 
find that after a while, no-one seems to be answering your CQs any more, slowing down your CW speed as 
Bill suggests could be worth a try.

This list of operating events is intended to provide members with options for using and improving their cw skills in not only the 
more popular contests but also in other more casual on-the-air activities. 


As you can see the coming weeks are chocked-full of contest activities. And some of the premier contests 
of the season are just ahead. Now is the time to do some serious scheduling of your operating time. Pass 
the word that your weekends are going to be pretty full, and other things will just have to wait. 


First and foremost ... block out the time slots for the CWOps CW Open. And get on a team ... asap. 
Bring up the May issue of Solid Copy on the CWOps website and read over Rob's article on last year's 
event. Tweak the station and be ready at the starting gun. Then go for it! 


Japan's Keyman's Club contest is another test of CW skill. All exchanges are compared and are not valid 
unless they are exact duplicates. This one place not be be wary of asking for "fills". Obviously propaga- 
tion will play a big role in your success, but who ever said contesting was easy. 


The FOC QSO Party, unlike the FOC Marathon, is open to all radio amteurs world-wide. The only re- 
striction is that non-members may work only FOC members, not each other. FOC members can be dis- 
tinguished by the addition of their FOC Number to their exchange. 


Probably the most challenging four hours in contesting is the North American CW Sprint. While it's not 
for the faint of heart, it does provoke an interest for any CW operator who wishes to test his skills. If you 
haven't tried it before, listen a bit, take a deep breath, jump in, and answer someone's frantic CQ. READ 
THE RULES for the proper exchange. Don't let the hectic pace fool you ... remember, your call is im- 
portant to every other player. With a little patience you'll soon get into the swing of things, and that's when 
the fun begins. And don’t be fooled when the band goes dead ... drop down to the next band ... they'll all 
be there waiting for you. 


And let's not forget the Solar Eclipse QSO Party. The SEQP will take place August 21st from 1400 — 2200 
UTC. The partial eclipse begins at about 1600 UTC in Oregon and ends at about 2015 UTC in South Car- 
olina for the first time since 1918. It’s perhaps one of the biggest astronomical events of the decade. The 
total solar eclipse will cause the shadow of the moon to traverse the U.S. in just over 90 minutes causing 
dramatic changes in both the ionosphere and HF propagation. The Solar Eclipse QSO Party (SEQP) is a 
HamSCI-ARRL sponsored operating event to generate data to study ionospheric changes during the 
eclipse. Because of the rather unique nature of the event it is essential that one carefully read the infor- 
mation avaible on the web site.

I was licensed in 1950 at the age of 15. We lived in Deland 
Florida, the home of Stetson University. There were many 
WW2 vets as students there, and I soon had an Elmer, Van 
W2OQI. He taught me a lot about the hardware associated 
with HF radio. Van had an ART-13 in his car. No room left for 
anything else. I had another Elmer, Pat W4WS. Pat had a 
BC610 in his garage and every Sunday morning I would go 
over to his house and check in with him on the Knights of the 
Kilocycles on 75 meters. I put together a rig, raised a bunch of 
wire antennas in my back yard and began my ham radio career. |_ 
The only band that I worked was 40 meters CW. The band was | 
hot. I had many QSOs with Australia, New Zealand and Eu- 
rope. 


Upon graduation from high school, I attended the University 
of Florida and majored in Electrical Engineering. Ham radio 
then became secondary to studying although I had a few ham 
friends at school. In my senior year I took a course about a new
